It was also rumored 
that some of the big financiers at New 
York who are heavily interested in the 
toal fields are wavering in their de­ 
term ination to bring about a strike 
rather than pay an advance, and that 
they may follow Robbins’s suggestions. 
None of these suggestions, however, 
could be confirmed. 
It is no longer a 
secret that the representatives of the 
big railroad mining companies are the 
ones who are firmest against a settle­ 
ment. 
Many operators admit that the 
railroads are heavily stocked with coal 
and will not be seriously affected by a 
strike. 
On the contrary it is being 
said that the railroad mining compa­ 
nies are ready to dump a few million 
dollars into a fund for wrecking the 
m iners’ organization, which has forced 
them to the point of making term s be­ 
fore. 
So far as a majority of the in­

they are said to be merely following 
the lead of the railr.>ad representa­ 
tives.

N e r ^ Gang of Robber» Clean Out a 
Moscow Bank. 
Moscow, March 21.—The Credit Mu­ 
tual, one of the largest banks In Mos­ 
cow, 
was 
mysteriously 
robbed 
by 
masked men at dusk last night, the 
robbers securing $432,500. 
It was an 
extrem ely daring Job. 
The facts al­ 
ready developed raise the question that 
the robbery was committed by or un­ 
der the direction of someone at pres­ 
ent or previously employed in the in­ 
stitution. 
The bank is situated in 
Ilinka street in the heart of the city. 
The last of the clerks had Just depart­ 
ed, leaving an inside guard of three 
men, while under the porte cochere 
were a policeman and the house por­ 
ter. 
The street was crowded with 
people hurrying homeward. 
According to the story of the guards, 
in the twinkling of an eye, they were 
confronted with revolvers in the hands 
of tw enty masked men who had en­ 
tered by the main door, which had 
been locked when the office force left. 
After a command to the guards to hold 
up their hands not a word was spoken. 
The guards were quickly bound and 
gagged and thrown into a dark corner. 
The robbers then took up positions at 
all the entrances and the curtains of 
the windows were lowered. 
The chief 
of the robbers, who directed the opera­ 
tions of his associates, by gestures and 
without speaking, showed thorough fa­ 
miliarity with 
the location of the 
vaults. 
Wh**n all was ready he went 
to the heavy burglar proof safe and 
with a few whirls of the knob, threw 
the combination of the lock, the heavy 
doors swung open and the treasure of 
the bank was revealed. 
The plunder, 
consisting of gold, sliver and notes, 
was speedily thrust into sacks. 
When 
a clean haul of the money had been 
made not a kopek being left, the rob­ 
bers departed as silently as they came.

PUNISHMENT PROMISED 


Supreme Court to Take Action Against 
Chattanooga Mob. 
Washington. March 21.—Some of the 
members of the suprem e court of the 
I nited States are considering the ad­ 
visability of an attem pt to secure the 
punishment of the m embers of the 
mob which Monday night took from 
the jail in Chattanooga, Tenn., Ed 
Johnson, the negro rapist, whose legal 
execution day was stayed by an order 
: Issued by the suprem e court of the 
United States Monday. 
The depart­ 
ment of justice also is considering ac- 
! tion in the matter. 
The suprem e court 
is not now in session, and a confer­ 
ence may he called at a near date to 
consider what course should be pu r­ 
sued. 
But two modes of proceeding 
have been suggested, one contem plat­ 
ing the taking of the m atter in hand 
by the supreme court, and the other 
turning the m atter over to the exocu- j 
tive branch of the government. 
In the 
first event the officers responsible for 
the custody of the prisoner would 
probably be called on to answer to the 
court, and in case the m atter was tu rn ­ 
ed over to the executive branch there 
would be an effort to secure the a r­ 
rest and punishment of m embers of 
tho mob. 


KNOCKED IT OUT 


A report for 1905 sent to the Nation­ 
al Conference of Charities and Correc­ 
tion by Amos W. Butler, secretary of 
the board of state charities, shows 
that there were 16,566 persons in the 
public and private charitable and cor­ 
rectional institutions in Indiana last 
year. 
A striking feature of th e report 
is the showing that 90 per cent of the 
so-called "delinquents” and 80 per cent 
of the "destitutes” were males.

the large group of "defectives” there 
were almost as many women as men. 
There were 3,735 persons In prisons, j 
Jails and reform schools. Of this num ­ 
ber 3,368 were men and 367 women.

male "destitutes” , 
and 2,110 women and girls confined In 
the various charitable and correctional 
Institutions,
